Colors of appliances have changed dramatically 
to match the decor of any kitchen.

Grabbing a quick glass of water is easy, thanks to 
the water/ice dispenser available on the doors of 
some models. The dispenser can be adjusted to 
crushed ice or cubes, depending on the preference 
and the beverage. 

GE goes the door dispenser one better with 
its Profile line, which includes a computerized 
panel. It notifies you of power failures, ice 
blockages or potential freezer failures, and when 
to check items for possible thawing. Another 
handy option: the Quick Serve. This feature 
allows you easy-to-stow drinks with easy access; 
simply open the Quick Serve door for your kids' 
juice or a chilled brew. Not only is Quick Serve 
convenient during hot summer months, but it 
saves energy. 

In general, today's refrigerators save loads of 
energy—up to 75 percent compared to models 
dating back 10 to 15 years. Just contact your 
local utility companies to see how the one you 
have at home stacks up to the latest models. 
They may offer you a rebate or free pick-up of 
your old fridge if you purchase a new, energy- 
efficient model. 

GE's Profile line also includes adjustable spill- 
proof shelves and adjustable temperature controls 
for the meat bin, which draws extra chilling power 
from the freezer when the coldest position is.

Surround Sound at the Push of a Button 


'ou know those tiny little speakers in your other- 
wise high-tech TV, the ones that bring you 
everything from O.J. hearings to Live from 

Lincoln Center? Dump them! As for those stereo 

speakers you have come to rely on when you're in the 

mood for Bruce or Beethoven? Not enough! How 

about those magical movie moments when a 

Terminator II blast envelopes you, shaking your very 

foundation? Wrap 'em up and bring 'em home. The 

latest home entertainment technology has caught ир 

with each of them, rolled them all together, and in a 

synergistic frenzy has made the total more than the 

simple sum of the parts. 

Convergence is here. The convergence of sound, 
that is. We are talking about a home entertainment 
world that's here today. One where multi-channel 
surround sound has converged to deliver a whole 
new experience into your home. 

Surround sound is older than what we think of 
as “stereo.” The first experiments in stereo sound back

As the silver 
screen expanded, speakers were located at every point 
in the theater, completely engulfing the audience in 
the action. But this isn't a story of simply buying 
more speakers; it's a creative story of using sound for 
impact and nuance, of how to get a different channel, 
а different signal, to all those speakers. Much of this 
innovation came from the fertile mind of one Ray 
Dolby, whose Dolby Laboratories continue its movie 
theater and in-home sound magic to this very day. 

Hi-fi stereo, TVs and movie theater sound ай 
came together during the home video revolution. 
Dolby Labs created *Dolby Surround" for home 
amplifiers, which included a single rear "surround" 


channel. Soon thereafter, “Dolby Pro Logic" included 


the center channel, which carried mainly dialogue,

If you missed the first wave of 
surround sound, don't worry, a bigger and better one 
is here. Technology has surpassed itself, prices are 
down, and quality is up. It's time to buy. 

Simple without being simplistic Uncomp- 
licated, but complete. In a word, approachable. 
These words define two integrated audio/video 
receivers from Harman/ Kardon, the AVR-20 and 


its higher powered twin, the AVR-25. As the "cen- 
tral clearing house" where all your components 
converge—tape deck, VCR, CD player, Sega 
Genesis, laserdisc, etc.—and are output to your 
TV/monitor and as many (or few) speakers as you 
want, these A/V receivers feature a clean, unclut- 
tered design, but are not lacking for any of the lat- 
est conveniences.

across the rear. That extra power 
delivers cleaner sound at the peak load 
moments when you need it the most. So 
when Batman lowers the boom on The Joker, you 
get the full dynamic range of the the soundtrack. 
The “20” is loaded with five audio and four video 


inputs, and the “25” has six and five, respectively. 
Both boast front-panel A/V inputs for a camcorder 
or other portable device, and a rear-panel, dedicat- 
ed phonograph input for those remaining vinyl 
heads (I'm one). 

Unquestionably, remote controls and receivers 
have recently had more buttons and keys than a 
Turkish typewriter, so Pioneer has said "Stop the 
Insanity! Less is more.” Sure, the new Pioneer VSX- 
604$ A/V receiver has 150 WPC of stereo sound, 
and 100 WPC to all five channels in Dolby Pro 
Logic mode. But it’s Pioneer's new Intelligent 
System Control (ISC), comprised of a "heads up" 
remote with 75% fewer keys and a graphical user 
interface (GUI) for on-screen control, that’s the real 
innovation. The remote and the GUI can be used 
independently of each other. The ISC comes pre- 
programmed to control most manufacturers’ com- 
ponents, and also can be custom programmed to 
handle even more detailed functions. The VSX- 
6045's few remote control buttons can quickly guide 
you through a “опе touch” world where a single 
VCR command turns on your TV and VCR, sets the 
receiver to your preferred settings and automatically 
moves to “play” mode. Want to listen to a CD 
instead? Move to the CD mode and your player 
powers up and the music begins. 

If you haven't heard surround sound yet, then 
get thee down to an in-store demonstration and 
demand your very own heart-thumping experience. 
After surround sound, your life will change (but 
your wallet will remain wholly intact). sr

can accommodate. Less than 8-10 feet is generally 


adequate for screens in the 35-45” range. As far as 
lighting, be sure to compare the lighting in your 
home to that in the showroom. If your room has 
direct sunlight, only a direct-view screen can give an 
acceptable image; ambient light can coexist with 
rear projection units, but darkness improves picture 
quality considerably. 

Direct-View is the easiest to understand—it is 
just a bigger version of the television you now use,

f you're thinking about buying a com- 
puter before school starts for the stu- 
dents or children in your family or for 

your home office, two adjectives sum up 


what you should look for: 


Bigger & Faster 


Bigger, of course, doesn’t mean that you 
want to look for a computer that weighs 
90 pounds and takes up your entire desk. 
Instead, what we're talking about is a system 
with as large a hard disk drive as you can 
айога and adequate RAM. 
Faster may bea bit more obvious. Clearly 

a faster CPU can do computing in less time. 
If you've ever tried to go back to your old 
speed demon 286 system after using a 386, 486 
or Pentium-based machine, you'll immediate- 
ly know what we mean. Reducing the wait for 
data to be processed or retrieved, or for a 
graphic to be drawn, is definitely high on the 
list of what a new, high-speed computer сап 
do for you. In many cases a fast modem also 
provides substantial benefits, as do high-speed 
hard disk drives and CD-ROM drives. 


What do you really 


need? 


1f we were all lottery winners, or were 
independently wealthy, then the latest, top- 
of-the-line, slambang computer system 


would be what everyone would buy. This 
month (and only this month) such a system 
would probably be a 120 megahertz Pentium, 
with 64 megabytes of RAM, a 9 gigabyte hard 
disk drive, a graphics accelerator kit, quad 
speed CD-ROM multi-changer, and 28.8 
kilohertz modem. A few months from now, 


these numbers will probably still seem fast,

though probably not fastest, and two years 
from now, many of these performance fea- 
tures will be standard for PCs, 

Since practically everyone has to watch 
their dollars, the question comes down to 
how much you really want to pay for a com- 
puter, how much computer you need (or 


expect to need), and how much computer is 


TOO much computer. If you expect to do 


mostly word processing, buying the unit 
described above is surely overkill. Sure, you'll 
have the world’s fastest word processor, but 
so what? Does reducing the time it takes to 
reformat a page by a tenth of a second war- 
rant a few hundred dollars of extra computer 
capacity? Do you realize how many large 
documents it will take to fill a 9 gigabyte 
hard disk (answer: 300 million) or how many 


centuries it would take to write them? (don’t 


even ask). 

On the other hand, if you plan to pro- 
duce CD-ROMs, a 9 gigabyte disk drive would 
only hold fifteen hours of music or video—not 
a lot if you are working on several projects. If 
you plan to do graphic design, having the 
fastest available system, with lots of memory, 
is a necessity. уе 

Тһе answer to how much computer 
you really need boils down to a few basic 
questions. First, what do you plan to do 


with your computer? If what you do is 


mostly text-based the large expense of a top- 
of-the-line system may be extremely diffi- 
cult to justify. 

‘The second thing to consider is what you 
expect to do with the computer. If you antici- 
pate needing a bigger or faster system in six 
months, plan for it now. Although there wili

always be upgrade paths, the usual me 


‘for upgrading a computer is replacing it with 


a newer model, and letting someone else use 
your slowpoke system, 

Finally, how much are you prepared to 
spend? Remember you'll probably have this 
system for a while, so don’t outgrow it by 
not spending a few hundred dollars more 


now, This raises another question; if you 


buy more computer than you really need, 
are you wasting your money? The answer is 


a definite no. Although you may not foresee 


how you'll take advantage of the extra mem- 


ory, speed, or storage space, rest assured that 
you probably will, Even if your word search- 
es or Screen redraws are only fractions of a 


second faster, you will feel the difference. 
You may find yourself adding files to your 
system, and running applications that 
require extra performance. At the very 
worst, this computer should keep you happy 
for quite a long time, and may even become 
the last computer you need because it serves 


your needs so wall. 


Ost of the computer systems at 
Incredible Universe come complete 
with all the hardware and software 
you need to get started.

s take a look at some common terms 


and basic components of most systems: 


СРИ: me ceu is the brains of the com- 
puter, At the high end, most of the systems car- 
ried at Incredible Universe are based on the 
Pentium or an equivalent processor, More 
affordable systems are based on the Intel 1486 
oran equivalent CPU. In either case, almost 
without exception, you're getting a 
better system than even the top- 
of-the-line models offered 
just a few years ago. 

In very general 
terms, the Pentium is 
faster than the 486. 
Without exception, the 
faster the CPU is, the more 
rapidly it will perform com- 
plex calculations, and the more 
it will cost. Word processing, per- 
sonal information managers, and games 
usually run so quickly that the benefits of a 
faster processor аге small or undetectable. For 
complex financial or statistical analysis, comput- 
er-aided design, graphics programs, ray tracing 
applications, and a lot of CPU cycles, the faster 


your system is, the better. Over a few weeks or 


months, you may save hours of your time, In 
addition to the actual time savings, though, is 
how the system will feel, because a system that 


lacks the fastest processor can feel sluggish. 


RAM 


essential element in the configuration of any 


andom Access Memory is an 


computer system. A few years ago, most sys- 
tems were shipped with as little as 1 megabyte 
of RAM. Today, systems with as much as 64 


megabytes or more are not uncommon. 


Why so much? In the case of Windows 
95, 8 megabytes can be considered a mini- 
mum for acceptable performance, with 16 
megabytes being an even better choice. 
Essentially, the computer has a choice 
between writing intermediate data and other 
files to the hard disk drive, or into memory. 
When necessary files are written into memo- 
ry, their contents can be retrieved almost 
instantaneously. On the other hand, when 
written onto a hard disk, even the fastest hard 


disk, data comes off the disk and into memo- 


ry much more slowly, Clearly, the more you 


mmm =e, 
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can put into RAM (rather than onto disk), 
the better your systems performance should 
be. Therefore, the general rule is the more 


RAM the better.

Hard Disk Drive: prives are 


usually available in one of three types of 
interface: IDE, Advanced IDE, or SCSI. IDE is 
the slowest performer of the three, and limits 
the number of drives (two) it supports. 
Advanced IDE can handle up to four drives, 
and provides a data transfer rate approaching 


that of SCSI. 


SCSI is more expensive 
than IDE or Advanced IDE, 
but delivers some advan- 
tages. Perhaps most 
important is the abil- 

ity to control up to 
seven SCSI devices 
with a single card. In 
addition to hard disk 
drives, such devices as 
Scanners, tape backup 
units, CD-ROM drives, CD- 
Recorders, Optical disk drives, 


and even some printers feature SCSI 
interfaces. If you plan on using many 
devices, but your computer is limited to just 
a few card slots, SCSI lets you make the 
most of your available slots by supporting 
seven devices. SCSI is more confusing to set 
up, in many cases, than ТЮЕ or Advanced 
IDE, but may be worth the extra trouble. 

As far as hard disk drive capacity goes, 
the general rule is that whatever size you get, 
you will fill it up. Today’s systems frequently 
come with drives ranging in size from about 
500 megabytes to more than 1 gigabyte. If 
these drives eventually fill up, additional dri- 
ves can be added (unless you already have 
two IDE drives in use), providing even more 


storage capacity. 
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ultimedia has become a popular 
buzzword for computers these 
days. Put simply, it means the use 
of images and sound together. The first 
component, the sound card, also controls 
other devices such as CD-ROM drives and 
provides support for MIDI devices (such 
ав а keyboard) or a game port. 

Sound cards have undergone a 
steady evolution in recent years. They 
have gone from 8 bit to 16 bit cards. The 
basic difference between the two is that a 


higher quality sound. 
Many cards also provide control for 


numerous CD-ROM drives. In many cases, 


a single card will control all but old drives 
with proprietary interfaces or SCSI CD- 
ROM drives, although many sound card 


manufacturers also offer SCSI versions. 


MIDI isa major area of contention on 
sound cards. The basic advantage of MIDI 
over captured WAV files is one of file size. 
Where captured files can take as much as 10 
megabytes for a minute of play, MIDI files are 
a tight computer code, instructing the sound 
card to play notes from a wave table, but not 
including the sound of the instruments. In the 
case of MIDI, music files are measured in 
terms of kilobytes per minute, instead of the 
megabytes used by WAY files. If you plan to 
play MIDI sound files, you should opt fora 
card with wave table support. 


CD-ROM aie have aso under 


gone an evolution. Double and quad speed 
CD-ROM drives are now fairly standard on 


most multimedia-equipped systems. For play- 


ing music and most software applica- 


tions, the difference is hardly signif- 
icant. If you were to play an AVI 


video clip, recorded for playback 


at 150 Kilohertz (single speed), 
both would do a good job.

KHz (doubie speed) may be a bit smoother 
using a quad speed drive (because the quad 
speed drive has more time to correct any 
errors on the disk).

MPEG isa method for compressing and decom- 
pressing video and audio. CD-ROMs and Video 
CDs encoded in MPEG are being brought to mar- 
ket. The advantage to MPEG is that you can get 


full-screen video, at 30 frames per second, and 
CD-quality sound using a CD recorded for a sin- 
gle speed drive. The difference between MPEG 
movies and AVI video is like night and day— 
something like the difference between a postage 
stamp and a photograph. 

The main problem with MPEG is that 
you'll need a Pentium system and software, or 
a special card with an MPEG decoder chip in 
order to view the MPEG applica- 
tions. MPEG will become 
increasingly available soon, 

and can probably be viewed 
оп most Pentium systems 


without the special chip. 


Modems: 


Todays modems are usually both data 
and fax modems. With these modems, your 
computer can operate as a standard modem, 
enabling you to log on to such services as 
America OnLine, CompuServe, or a BBS, while 


also letting you send and receive faxes from 


_ within your computer. 


One of the big questions for modems is 
"how fast?” Today, the choice is betweena 14.4 
KHz modem or а 28.8 modem. OnLine services 
are adding 28.8 KHz access lines, which can 
reduce the time it takes to transfer files by about 
50%. If you use an off-line reader like WinCIM 
(for CompuServe), or Flash Sessions (part of 
the America OnLine software), a 28.8 K 
modem can reduce your usage time, and save 
you some money. 

If you plan to use the World Wide Web 
оп the Internet, 28.8 is an important choice. 
Тһе Web is designed around pages which 
contain large image files. Downloading these 
files quickly makes the Web much more 
enjoyable. In fact, it may make the difference 
between using the Web as a graphical tool or 


using it just to look at text, 


#уои have never purchased a printer, you're. 
in fora big surprise. Most people assume 
printers are big, noisy, expensive, and only 

print in black. Right? Wrong. 

Today, many printers are so reasonably 
priced that you can even consider getting two— 
one color, one laser. The price of laser printers 
has dropped significantly over the past few years, 
while print output quality has greatly improved. 
Color printers have gone through a similar cycle, 


Here are some of the many factors to consider, 


Technology: 

Although the underlying technology may 
not seem important, knowing basics will help 
simplify your decision. ‘Today, all computer 
printers being sold are dot matrix printers— 
the size of the dots, how closely together they 
are placed, and how many dots per inch can 
be printed make the difference between the 
look of a cash register printout and a near 
photographic-quality page. 

An image (text or graphics) can be put 
on the page in a number of basic ways. First, 
wet ink can be transferred from a print head 
onto paper or transparent film, This method, 
commonly called ink jet or bubble jet, creates 
the image by spraying one or more colors 
onto the page. Such printers аге available in 
color or black and white versions. 

Thermal transfer printers print black or 
in color, using a different method. Instead of 
spraying ink, a wax-based transfer material 
(often either a ribbon or continuous sheet 
coated with the colored material) is used. A 
thermal print head heats the area behind the 
ribbon, vaporizing the color material and 
causing it to resettle on the paper. If looked 
at under a magnifier, a page printed with 
thermal transfer technology would resemble 
a Seurat painting—made up of hundreds of 
discrete dots. Thermal transfer printing can 
be more vivid than ink jet, but mixing of 
colors is difficult, since the wax is transferred 


as all or none.

Lastly, laser printers use а technology com- 
monly referred to as Xerographic. In this 
method, an image of the page is put on the 
printer drum (usually by using a laser or an 
LED array to expose the drum). From there, (һе 
process of putting toner onto the drum, trans- 
ferring the image to paper, and fusing the toner 
to the paper is similar to the process used in 


most photocopiers. 


Making a Choice: 

Color printers have become increasingly 
affordable—they create acceptable images in both 
color and black and white for only a few hundred 
dollars. One important factor is cost per page. 
This includes both the cost of standard or special 
paper and the cost of the consumables (ink or 
transfer sheets) per page. If quality is your main 
issue, cost may not be aconcern. However, if 
you're planning to print а lot of color sheets, the 
cost of consumables quickly becomes a factor. 

Remember that whether using color or black 
and white, usually the cost per page is relative to 
image quality. This is because if you print at a 
higher resolution, you are putting more dots on 
the page. The more dots you print, the more con- 
sumables are used. 

Print speed is another factor, because higher 
resolutions increase printing time. High-quality 
color pages could take many minutes to print. If 
you plan on printing many copies of the same 
image, it may be wise to print a master and 
have color photocopies made. 

Laser printers offer a range of options. 
The most obvious is print resolution. Many 
of the lower-priced models are designed to 
print at 300 dots per inch. More expensive 
models print at 600, or even 1200 dots per 
inch, While the 300 dpi printers served busi- 
nesses well for nearly a decade, the newer 
600 dpi printers do a much better job with 
halftone images and photographs. If you 
plan on printing graphics (or even shaded 
backgrounds for text pages), a 600 dpi printer is 
probably worth the extra price.

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One feature that should be reconsidered is 


the much-quoted page-per-minute specifications. 
"These numbers represent how many copies of 
the same page can be printed in a minute. If 
you're only going to be printing one of each page, 
a faster printer may provide no benefit. On the 
other hand, for text pages that can be moved 
from computer to printer faster than the printer 
can produce the page, having a fast printer сап 
save considerabie time. 

One final issue—buffer size. Laser printers 
store the image of a page to be printed in an 
internal buffer. If you plan to print many pages 
ata time, or pages containing graphics, the bigger 
the buffer, the better. A big buffer can help to 
speed up your computer's performance during 
large printing jobs. To print, your computer 
transfers the code describing the page to the 
printer. If the printer is able to store the images 
in its memory, your computer can be freed up to 
do other tasks. However, if the printer's buffer is 
small, the computer must wait for the printer to 
ask for the next piece of data, slowing down the 


computer's overall performance.
